To   the    Dorchester   School   Board: 

My  fourth  annual  report  as  superintendent  of  schools  in 
Dorchester,  herewith  submitted,  presents  those  topics 
which  custom  decrees  and  in  which  the  people  of  Dorchester 
may    be    interested. 

The  1947-1948  school  budget  is  larger  than  for  previous 
jears.  The  increase  will  be  noted  especially  in  the  amounts' 
proposed  for  salary,  textbooks,  and  supplies  although  the 
entire  budget  reflects  a  steady  upward  trend  in  prices  of 
^11  services  and  commodities.  However,  the  new  state  aid 
proposal  now  before  the  Legislature  will,  if  enacted  into 
law,  enable  Dorchester  to  absorb  increases  without  any 
material  addition  to  the  local  tax  burden.  For  the  present 
year  our  budget  has  to  be  figured  on  the  basis  of  the  existing 
law  so  that  financial  benefits  cannot  be  accurately  shown 
until  a  year  hence. 

Although  she  was  offered  a  contract  in  another  town 
Miss  Nellie  Ashley  returned  to  Cheever  School  in  September. 
Her  work  will  probably  not  be  fully  appreciated  until  she 
is  succeeded  by  another  teacher  whose  interest  in  the  town 
cannot  be  expected  to  equal  that  of  one  whose  long  residence 
and  experience  in  our  school  has  made  her  keenly  aware 
of  the  needs  of  Dorchester  children. 

Teachers  of  experience  are  reluctant  to  move  into  rural 
schools  when  more  attractive  positions  are  freely  offered 
to  them  as  well  as  to  those  having  no  teaching  background. 

The  dream  of  every  school  administrator  is  a  school 
which  closely  knits  school  and  community  life,  in  which 
there  is  friendly  and  sustained  cooperation  between  par- 
ents and  teacher  to  accomplish  the  best  possible  results 
for  all  pupils.  That  dream  has  become  a  reality  in  your 
school.  "     ,
